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grows in size, or we take up too 
many crosses and fall by the 
wayside from the weight of it all. 

During the past few months 
situations have occurred which 
have relieved me of one of those 
crosses. My individual cause, in the 
shooting world, took form about 
1968 and progressed favorably (or 
so | thought) till recently. 

The relief of the added weight of 
a cross to bear has provided me 
with a respite in which | have been 
able to examine the transfer from 
overburdened to relatively free of 
weighty causes and | find a few ob- 
servations of note. 

The first is that others will now 
have to carry the cause as my 
transferring of the load to their 
shoulders does not lighten the 
weight but rather changes it from 
the poundage of belief to the ton- 
nage of defensive action. 

Secondly, | was able to learn that 
the crosses we carry are in no way 
as large a burden as a chip on the 
shoulder. The words of a popular 
song express it best. ‘‘He ain't 
heavy Lord, He’s my brother.’’ On 
the other hand the bearers of a chip 
which is perched on either shoulder 
often find that they are so weighted 
by their antagonism that they can- 
not move forward and eventally fall 
by the way. How much better it is to 
move forward under the weight of a 
cross than it is to see a little chip 
impede progress. 

Eventually the details of this 
situation will be made known to the 
readers of Precision Shooting but 
for the moment it must be sufficient 
to state the relieving of my load will

Why We Have 
A Backer System 


by R. R. Moorhead 


There are times when the 
necessity of a backer system, and 
all of its time consuming care, is 
discussed and the opinion of some 
is that it really is not that important. 
Presented at this time is one set of 
evidence as to how this system 
helped some shooters. 

On September 29, at Council Cup 
range, Ron Brothers was shooting 
in his first IBS match and was not 
doing too terribly bad on one 200 
yard group. In fact when he finished 
it was just a nice little cluster. 

All of a sudden he noticed, while 
admiring his handiwork, that the 
hole was growing in size. Of course 
he panicked and reported it to the 
range officer. When it was all over 
the target carried his five shots and 
the five shots of another com- 
petitor. 

The target crew was alerted and 
the target, plus backers, was re- 
turned to the scoring shed for the 
referees to clarify.

discovered that another new 
shooter, James Maher had done the 
crossfiring from 8 benches away. 
Both shooters were a little anxious 
about the whole thing for one 
feared that he would lose a good 
group and the other was feeling 
sorry that he had ruined another 
competitors group. | never heard 
him worry about his own loss. Such 
is the way with competitive 
shooters. 

As Clyde Hart began to look into 
the matter he soon discovered that 
the moving backer showed ten 
holes and the stationary backer 
revealed two nice groups with one 
located to the left of the other. Now 
for the measuring. The backer 
would have to serve as the record 
measurement for each target.

The crossfire shown here involved a neat 
.450 target, on the right, and a good .587 
which was crossfired on it from eight ben- 
ches away. The .587 went to James Maher 
who also picked up a .500 penalty for 1.087. 
Ron Brothers is the owner of the .450 which 
might have been lost without the backer 
system to pick it up. The neat trick here is 
that each group can be superimposed in the 
large hole and almost identified. 


Brothers came away from the in- 
cident with a neat .450 group as 
shown on the right side of the pic- 
ture which shows the entire backer 
plus the front target. Here is 
evidence that a good group cannot 
be ruined by a crossfire. 

Maher received a .587 group as 
his shots enlarged the group to its 
maximum size. In addition the 
penalty for a crossfire at 200 yards 
was added. That being .500 the 
group now measured a fair 1.087. 
He still had a chance for some 
shooters had made much larger 
groups all by themselves without 
penalties. Maher’s group is the one 
on the left of the picture and it was 
quite respectable in its own right. 

Fortunately this story had a happy 
ending for neither shooter walked 
away from it as a lost or rejected 
competitor. Surveying the chances 
for a crossfire we find it rather com- 
mon. What makes this one so in- 
teresting is that the crossfire almost 
entered the same holes as the 
original group. How many times 
would be needed to repeat this ac- 
cident with similar results? We 
think it would take a good many. 

At the next argument over the 
backer system it might be a good 
idea to whip out your copy of 
Precision Shooting and settle the 
value of this system for all time. It is 
really great when it can untie a 
problem of this nature and still keep 
all parties quite happy in the 
process.

10.Review the action of the 
Executive Board of Directors in 
recinding the rule on removing 
bolts from rifles and ratify. 

Discuss the desire of the mem- 
bership on combining the Heavy 
Bench and Experimental classes 
into a Bench Rest class for the 
200 and 300 yard Championship 
match. Establish firm criteria for 
the number of competitors 
required to constitute a tour- 
nament that will substantially 
absorb the cost of travel and 
keeper trophies and other 
awards if these classes are fired 
separately. 

12. Approve a $1.00 per member 
dues increase to establish a 
separate special fund to be used 
for liaison, public relations, ser- 
vice team, etc. This fund shall 
require Executive Board of 
Directors approval in each in- 
stance it is used.

13. Ratify Executive Board of Direc- 
tors decision to pay a $1.00 in- 
crease in the subscription rate 
for Precision Shooting 
Magazine.

I’m thinking some of your readers 
might be interested in the enclosed 
actual size photo of a 5-shot group 
at 200 yards bench rest measuring 
.505 inch center-to-center of the 
two widest shots. | feel this is in- 
dicative of the potential of cast 
lead-alloy bullets for match 
shooting. 

This group was fired from the 
bench rest on September 28, 1974 
on the Beeson’s Rifle Range, Men- 
tone, Indiana, during the American 
Single Shot Rifle Association’s fall 
matches by the secretary of the 
association, Mr. Dennis Hrusosky, 
411 David Avenue, Joliet, Illinois 
60433. 

Weather was overcast with tem- 
peratures in the low 70’s and the 
wind was 5 to 10 miles per hour and 
variable. 

The rifle used was a Remington- 
Hepburn with a new barrel by Mr. 
Alan Siegrist of 2689 McLean Road, 
Whittemore, Michigan 48770, and 
chambered for the .40-50 Sharpe 
Straight case. The twist is one 
complete turn in 18 inches, right 
hand, unfiorm. The bore diameter is 
.395"" and the grooves .405 inch. 
Eight land and grooves; lands .040” 
and grooves .115’’ width. Scope 
used was a Lyman Jr. Targetspot 
10X bringing the complete outfit to 
15 pounds weight. 

The bullet used was the Lyman 
No. 40392, 330 grains weight, mix- 
ture of alloy one part tin to 25 parts 
lead, sized cylindrical to a .405 inch 
diameter, vasoline and paraffin lube 
on the bullet, and seated into the 
bore 1/16 inch ahead of the cham- 
ber. 

The powder charge was 20.0 
grains weight of DuPont No. 4227, 
no wads, and fired by a Remington 
No. 2 1/2 pistol primer. 
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Mr. Hrusosky reports that with 
this outfit he has had a few better 
groups in practice, but that this is

22 — 250’s, SET TRIGGERS 
AND MODEL 788’s. 


Again | feel that your vast source 
of knowledge on these matters of 
accuracy shooting needs ‘‘tapping”’ 
that | may clear up a few points of 
ignorance on my part. 

A few weeks ago Larry Richards 
(whom you may recall exchanged 
some writing with you many months 
back on the matter of bedding Sako 
actions) asked me to shoot his 22- 
250 Sako to which a Hart barrel is 
fitted. He also has a Canjar set 
trigger. He wanted to know how 
good it really is. | was more than 
delighted to give him a first group 
of .180” and then about a hour later 
another group of .312”’ for a ten 
shot aggregate of less than a 1/4 
inch. His load was 34 grains of 4064 
behind a 53 grain Sierra HP. 

That’s where point No. 1 comes 
in. We hear that the set trigger is 
NOT too favorably looked upon as it 
‘adds to the lock time’. My question 
is ‘‘Why is lock time of any great 
importance to us — shooting from 
bench?’ To the standing or 
kneeling match shooter | can un- 
derstand. Especially from the bench 
| try to watch for a wind condition 
that holds steady for at least a few 
seconds before and AFTER the 
shot. Where then does a few 
miliseconds difference make a fac- 
tor of consideration? 

My 40-X has become a heavy 
bench gun. The 26” X-BR barrel 
was pulled and an 1 1/4 x 26” 
(Pease .222 TNT chambered) 
screwed in and then a Davidson 
sleeve added & bedded to a Bishop 
heavy bench stock. This kitchen 
table gunsmithing seems to give me 
as much satisfaction as shooting. 
My Mossberg hunter rifle has been 
retired — as the .250 cal. just gave

away too many points to the .30 cal. 
shooters. Art Freund is recham- 
bering the Rem 26” X-BR barrel 
and fitting it to that action, which 
will be made into a heavy varmint 
gun on your (Jim Stekl) glue job 
principle. 

Which brings us to point No. 2. | 
still want to make up a light var- 
mint/sporter rifle but am not having 
any luck in finding an old Rem. ac- 
tion. But | can get any number of 
788’s. The question is: is or is not 
the 788 action capable of being the 
action basis for a bench grade 


gun? |'d really appreciate your 
views on this as | think it has 
possibilities — unless there’s 


something | don’t know about. 
| hope/plan to make Johnstown 
mid Sept. for the heavy 
bench/heavy varmint shoot. 
Perhaps it will be my good fortune 
to again see you there.

It is possible on some days to 
shoot .25’’ aggregates with the 22- 
250. Nevertheless there are very 
few .22-250 rifles that will do this 
over the long haul. The large case 
capacity makes the .22-250 sen- 
sitive to ambient daily conditions 
including temperature, barometric 
pressure, and humidity. 

Although lock time is not as im- 
portant to the bench rest shooter as 
it is to the off hand shooter, it still 
has a bearing. If you are looking for 
the last .001”’ the set trigger is not 
recommended. 

Suggest that you contact Paul J. 
Hart of Hart Rifle Barrels, Inc., R.D. 
2, Lafayette, N.Y. 13084. He has 


made some B.R. rifles on the 788 


and can give you the last word. My 
own opinion is that you would find 
the 700 or 600 or 40XB would give 
slightly better results especially if a 
stiff load is required for best ac- 
curacy. You would also find the 700 
trigger better in the long run.

BULLET RUNOUT, NECK TURNING 
AND SINGLE SHOT 
HUNTING RIFLES 


It's me again. Chuck hunting 
Zimmer from Hamilton, N.Y. | 
recently picked up my 7mm 
Remington Magnum 40XB and 
reloading supplies. 

| have some points in mind which 
| would appreciate your ex- 
perienced wisdom on. 

How critical are concentric 
reloaded bullets and turned necks 
for accuracy? | have everything but 
a bullet spinner and am wondering 
if it would be wise to get one? How 
could | tell whether | had crooked 
necks or bullets which are im- 
properly seated? 

In reading over the instructions 
for my Forster outside neck turning 
gear they state that the cases 
should be sized first and then turn- 
ed. If | do this | find that the out- 
side neck diameter is undersized. 
How should | prepare my brass for 
neck turning? 

| also am hearing some good 
reasons for using hand seaters and 
am wondering whether | should go 
to that type die. What is the trend 
among the benchresters? 

For some time now | have felt that 
| would like to own a Ruger No. 1 
rifle. Recently | have been given the 
option of buying one from a dealer 
who has one on a cancellation. It is 
a 30-06 and | am wondering if this 
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caliber will handicap me _ for 
American game shooting? How can 
| improve on this cartridge? Do you 
recommend one of the improved 
cases for the 06 or should | leave it 
as it is? 
Thank you for your comments.

A good dial indicator on a stand 
with a small V-block can be used to 
check bullet runout with the case 
body. The Brown Wiggler is also 
useable for this purpose. Excessive 
sizing of the case neck, even 
though the die and case holder are 
perfectly aligned, will give more 
problems with bullet run-out than 
any other single cause. This 
assumes that you have chamfered 
the case neck inside and outside so 
that the case neck can enter the die 
properly and the bullet can enter 
the case neck properly. 

Neck turning can be of some 
assistance in getting good bullet 
alignment. The thickness of the 
neck should be such that the sizing 
die just sizes enough to hold the 
bullet and no more. The best results 
in neck turning are obtained with 
fired brass. No neck sizing! 
However, using the Forster neck 
turning tool, a special pilot is 
usually required. Many bench rest 
shooters prefer hand dies, but 
many use regular press dies and 
are successful. 

If you are a hunter for the sport of 
hunting, a single shot would cer- 
tainly be satisfactory except 
possibly on dangerous game. If you 
are a meat hunter or just have to 
get that trophy buck, it seems a 
repeater would be more 
satisfactory. The 30-06 in the hands 
of a good shot is certainly adequate 
for essentially all North American 
game. The 30-06 improved, when 
loaded to the same pressure as the 
standard 30-06, cannot possibly 
give more than a minor increase in 
velocity.

Book Review 


THE PART | REMEMBER 
by Charles F. Waterman 


There are probably more good 
how-to books on hunting and 
fishing today than ever. But if there 
is sometimes a missing ingredient 
in the works that deal so know- 
ledgeably with the mechanics 
and hardware of outdoor life, it is 
their inability to convey much of its 
intangible essence. Charlie Water- 
man is fully up to date when it 
comes to technical skill and 
ecological sophistication, as his 
devoted readers know, but he is 
delightfully old-fashioned in other 
ways. For he is never too preoc- 
cupied with nuts and bolts to poke 
a little gentle fun, or deflate an ego 
(especially his own), or shed a tear, 
and the part he remembers best 
from his vast store of sporting ex- 
perience is usually unforgettably 
human. 

The forty-odd pieces that make 
up The Part | Remember range 
widely over Waterman’s life, the 
people and places that have been 
part of it, and the lessons it has 
taught him — from the social and 
academic consequences of 
boyhood skunk-trapping to the 
special skills required to give away 
uncleaned fish after ten in the 
evening. They represent the true 
cream of Waterman’s writing. About 
a dozen of the pieces have been 
published before in periodicals and 
are simply too good not to be 
preserved in hard covers, and the 
rest are appearing for the first time. 

Today’s how-to’ers might not 
think that they could find in- 
dispensable a book that is more 
concerned with humor and sen- 
timent than with tippet sizes and 
muzzle velocities — but no one who 
has read this one will be willing to 
part with his copy.

Getting into an exciting, highly 
technical sport often adds up to 
getting discouraged simply 
because complex information isn’t 
available in an easily understood 
format. 

Dean Grennell had that problem 
in mind when he wrote The ABC’S 
of Reloading. Dean’s an old hand at 
teaching shooters; he taught aerial 
gunners during World War II and 
began to explore the possibilities of 
reloading his own ammunition 
shortly afterward.

Moving from the concrete to the 
abstract, The ABC’S of Reloading 
looks at the mathematics of the 
speeding bullet and reduces it to 
the precise, quantitative charts of 
the ballistics expert. | 

Shotshell reloading is vital to the 
skeet shooter and the hunter. Skeet 
shooting is no longer a rich man’s 
sport, and Grennell goes a long 
way to make it even more available 
to the self-starting sportsman by 
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taking up recent developments in 
shotshell reloading that make it 
easier than ever before. 

Grennell concludes with a 
specialist's look at shot loads in 
handguns — the practice of 
stockless scattergunning.
